But It does not Include "committees" 
organlied by local. state groups, fonn or labor or- 
ganltatloni, veteran^, manufacturers, etc. It they 
operate within a single state, they do not have to 
submit any report on receipts and disbursements, 

K says no Individual may contribute moit than 
U,000 In any one j-eor on behalf of a candidate for 
federal office. But It does not prohibit him from 
sweetening the kilty wlth a gift from other members 
ot hU family. He may also contribute any amount 
to local or stAte committees. 

UMITATIONS-Even' though n " candidate may 
ma ke an honest tr y to keeo.wlthln statutory llmlla^ 
UOHS. nil mends may swell his .total ilmply hy not 
letUng him know ot their paid-tor acUvltles. A 
tuoposed amendment would make It a violation for 
anybody to spend money tor a candidate without 
the tatter's knowledge and consent.

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Assignments of lessons for home- 
work Is'not always the best thing 
for the pupils nor for the teacher.. 

taught me that th* children 
first three grades heeded no home- 
work. They did all tlie work they 
needed to do during the school 

hours, 

When we slopped assigning home 
lessons to tliese, little ones, many 
mothers questioned the wisdom of 
It. They said that the children 
needed home lessons to keep them 
quiet In the evening so their par- 
ents might have a little peace, or 
that they wanted the children to 
get ahead faster. No better reasons 
were offered so we continued on 
our way, giving no homework to 
these children, and they did Just u 
.well u.when they.had lt._ 

When teachers have more to 
teach than the hours In school 
permit, they have to assign home 
lessons so they csn complete the 
units of work laid out for them by 
Uie supervlsorsi[Too often tho cur- 
riculum It ovirioaded and the 
teacher pressed for time. Then ws 
have heavy homework assignments 
in the upper grades. 

That rorely helps anybody. How 
can a tcocher already overworked 
JInd the time to correct homework 
popcrsT Sho docsn'L' The moat ahe 
can do Is to look at the papers of 
those who most need attention and 
leave the rest either to the monitor 
or to tho Janitor. 

Hlgh-achool students suffer most 
from heavy homework. I hare 
known of students who stayed up 
until 3', ft. m. to complete' home-, 
work because every teacher con- 
cerned had assigned a bng t«sk. 
Some of them might have been 
euenUal, certainly all of them could 
not have t>een. In any cose, the co- 
operation of the teachers would 
hare prevented such congestion of 
tasks. I
